REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Grimsby  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  1952. 
It  is  made  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  which  prescribe  the  duties  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district  was  141  giving 
a Death  Rate  of  11.03  Per  Looo  of  the  estimated  population, 
compared  with  13.35  for  1951  and  11.3  for  England  and  Wales. 
Heart  disease-  was  the  chief  cause  of  death,  accounting  for  46 
deaths  or  32.6  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths.  Cancer  was  the  cause 
of  23  deaths,  a decrease  of  9 deaths  from  this  disease  on  the 
preceding  year. 

Births  registered  totalled  202,  which  is  3 less  than  in  1951, 
and  gives  a Birth  Rate  of  15.8  compared  with  15.9  for  the  previous 
year.  The  Rates  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  smaller  towns 
were  15.3  and  15.5  respectively. 

7 infants  died  before  reaching  their  first  birthday,  a decrease 
of  2 on  the  figure  for  1951.  This  gives  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate 
of  34.65,  a decrease  of  9.25  per  1,000  live  births  on  the  rate  for  the 
previous  year.  The  corresponding  Rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  27.6  and  for  the  smaller  towns  25.8. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  was  293, 
of  which  6 were  admitted  to  the  isolation  hospital.  There  were 
no  deaths  and  Whooping  Cough  accounted  for  most  of  the  cases 
notified. 

It  is  again  my  pleasure  to  record  the  help  given  by  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector  during  the  year  and  I wish  also  to  thank  him 
for  supplying  much  of  the  information  contained  in  this  report. 
I am  also  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  support  during  the  year.

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 

Immunisation  of  the  child  population  was  continued  throughout  the  year.  The  Prophylactic 
used  was  Alum  Precipitated  Toxoid  (A.P.T.)  with  4 weeks  interval  between  doses. 

During  the  year  a total  of  166  children  received  complete  initial  immunisation.  In  age  groups 
the  numbers  are  as  follows  : — 

Under  5 years,  125  ; 5 to  14  years,  41.  In  addition,  168  children  received  re-inforcing  injections 
Vaccination  against  Smallpox.  61  Primary  Vaccinations  and  13  re-vacc.inations  were  carried  out.
